pol.oy of further letter posiage redac- 
tion. A short time BRO the Gazette 
printed a portion of :an interview with 
Senator Sawyer on this aabjeot, in which 


would soon . coire wben tho one-cent 
letter postage would be adopted by con- 
gress. Ihe foilowiDR figurea have been 
compiled to show with what safety suoh 
a redaction ol letter poBloge could take 
place. "Tho redaction from three to 
two cents took effect October 1, 1883, 
and 30 covered oaly three-fonrtha of tbe 
fiscal year ending June 30,1884. Leav- 
ing that year out ol consideration, the 
following little table shows tbeVJefioieopy 
in the revenues o: tbe department lot 
tbe first year after tho redaction, and tbo 
fluoooedmg years until tha endot the last 
fiscal year, witb the estimated deficiinoy 
for the present and oext fiscal years." 
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With theeo facts before tbe committee 


on resolutions, tbe republican national 
convention declared in favor oC one-cent 
postage, and tbere IB no doubt that tho 
Fiftj-first congress will mnko the re- 
dnotioH,

Thoro seems to to no reason to doubt that 
it will pasa, although there will bo certain 
changes macfo before It will bo acceptable 
to all ol tho Republican members of tho 
House. 


Senator Instills, in an interview regard- 


ing tho possibilities of tarift legislation, 
suld ho thought the bill would pass the 
Senate after amendment in accordance 
with tho wishes of tho West. Ho thoucht 
the lumber schedule would be modified, 
and that tho iron Bchcduld would bo re- 
duced. Tho West, ho said, wanted a modi- 
fication of tho sugar schedule. It wouid 
want a bounty equivalent to tho reduction 
made by tbo bill. With the 50 per cent, 
reduction which it is now proposed to 
make, a cent a pound would bo sufllcient 
protection to tins young industry. Even 
with this bounty tho cost of sugar to tho 
people would bo greatly reduced. It was 
possible, but harijly probable, that tho bill 
would bo passed before tho holidays. 
Other business would bo excluded until it 
was disposed of. Asked what would bo 
tho fato of the Sonato bill in tho Houso 
tho Senator said: 


"J bollovo that It will ROt mto conference, 


and that before tho Fiftieth Congresn adjourns 
tlio two Houses will havu agreed upon a bill. 
What sort or a moasuro it will bo it would bo 
clifllcult now to say, but I bellcvo wo will como 
to some agreement. A Croat many Democrats 
in the Houso sympathized with Iho Republic- 
ans last session, aad now that tho election is 
ovor I bollcvo it «ill bo Impossiclo to hold the 
party topethor."

Tho Amusing Way in Which the

Tho nciv minislcr who was called boi'o not 


a. rcscinblsuicu to Uio former incumbent, uu- 
less it Eiiglit, ho in !i situiliir impression tliat 
be niiide ol' honCKt, purpose and purity of 
thought. Tho old pastor had been gontlo
